The Inmridility of Mans ſoule,- 

nothing but the bare effects ,:;fothat hee that-denicth, 
that beſides the common ſence,thete is a reaſon,or un- 
derſtanding in Man,diſtin& and ſevered from fence, is - 
void both of underſtanding and ſence. 

Yea, but this reaſon (fay they) or power of under- 
ſtanding, which is in Man, is corruptible as wellasthe 
power of perceiving by-the ſences. I thinke I have 
proved the contrary already:nevertheles let us examin 
the reaſon alittle further. T he forme or ſhape of every 
thing (ſay they) doth periſh with the matter : Now 
the ſoule is, (as they would ſay) the forme or ſhape of 
the body; therefore it corrupteth with the body. This 
Argument were rightly concluded, if thefoule werea 
mareriall forme, .but- I have proved: thatthe ſoule is 
immortall, and hath a continuance of it ſelfe : and in- 
deed the more it is diſcharged of matter, the more it 
retaineth his own particular forme, therefore the cor- 
rupting of the matter toucheth not the ſoule at all.
